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The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 24th April, 1987 : -- -

A Biil to amend the Governors (Emoluments . Allowances and Privileges ) 

Act, 1982 . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 


1. This Act may be called the Governors (Emoluments , Allowances 
and Privileges ) Amendment Act , 1987 .

2 . In section 3 of the Governors (Emoluments, Allowances and Privi 
leges ) Act, 1982 , for the words " rupees five thousand five hundred per 
mensem " , the words “ rupees eleven thousand per mensem " shall be sub - 
stituted , and the said section 3 as so amended shall be deemed to have 
come into force with effect from the 1st day of April , 1986.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Clause ( 3 ) of article 158 of the Constitution provides , inter and , that 
the Governor shall be entitled to such emoluments and privileges as may 
be determined by Parliament by law and, until provision in that behalf 
is so made, to such emoluments, allowances and privileges as are speci 
fied in the Second Schedule to the Constitution , Accordingly , the Gover 
nors ( Emoluments, Allowances and Privileges ) Act, 1982 had been 
enacted prescribing the same emoluments of Rs. 5 ,500 per month as 
specified in the Second Schedule to the Constitution in 1950 . 


2. Consequent on revision of the salary and allowances of President, 
Vice-President, Ministers , Speaker, Deputy Speaker, Members of Parlia 
ment, etc., in December, 1985 , the question of revision of solary , etc., of 
various statutory authorities including Governors has been under consi 
deration . There has been considerable price - rise since 1950 and the 
emoluments of the Governors have not been enhanced since then . 


3 . This Bill seeks to amend the Governors (Emoluments , Allowances 
and Privileges) Act, 1982 to increase the emoluments payable to the 
Governors. According to the amendment , proposed in the Bill, the 
Governors will be entitled to emoluments at the rate of Rs. 11, 000 per 
mensem and such increase is being made retrospectively from the 1st 
April, 1986 . 


4. The Bill seeks to achieve the above object.
